THE RATS WORST FOE. 


How the Ferret Attacks and Van- 
quishes Rodents. 


A Deadly Duel Between of the Clumsy 
Weasels and a Rat—The 
Wonderful Tenacity of the 
Ferret's Hold. 


Clearing rats out of several large build- 
ings by the use ot ferrets started 
some queer stories of the relations of the 
ferret and the rat, which have excited the 
derision of a retired rat-catcher—or rather 
rat-exterminator — says the Philadelphia 
Press. He is a man who has prosecuted his 
calling in all the large cities of the country 


and once had the honor of being yed 
by the Government to clean out the United 
States Treasury building at Washington. 

“I see,” he said, in telling tis version of 
ferret vs. rat, ‘that some onehas discovered 
that arat won't fight a ferret, and that the 
moment the ferret gets close to him the rat 
gives up. That’sa queer yarn for a truth- 
teller. Come along and I'll let you see for 
yourself. I'm out of the business, but 1 have 
a couple of terrets, and I’ve an accommo 
dating friend who'll lend me a couple of 
rats.”’ 

The two went to the ex-rat-catcher’s res!i- 
dence, where he brought from the cellar a 
cage similar to those in which rat-extermi- 
nators carry their ferrets. Looking through 
the holes in the top of it all that could be 
seen were two pairs of small eyes, a brill- 
iant, baleful green. They belonged to two 
brown ferrets of English stock, and were 
said by their owner to be of a superior breed. 
Wrapping the box in a piece of paper for 
appearance’s sake, and punching some holes 
in it for the animals’ sake, the ex-professor 
set out with the reporter for the residence 
of the friend who had rats in stock. On the 
way to the theater of experiment the man 
learned in ferrets and rats descanted on the 
minutia of his calling. 

“You know a rat doesn’t have to be 
taught that a ferretis his natural enemy, 
and he has a mortal terror of the little 
beast. If there is a ferret within a rod of a 
swarm of rats they'll all clear out and keep 
going fora mile to get to other quarters. 
You must know, too, that while a ferret’s 
body looks big his head is the biggest part 
of him, and wherever his head can go the 
rest can follow easily. 

‘‘A ferret doesn’t. often catch a rat ina 
run, for the rat is fast and the ferret very 
slow. Sometimes they do catch one, and 
then it’s hard work to get that ferret back. 
He'll load up on the rat’s blood and go loaf- 
ing around, instead of attending to business ; 
stay in there, perhaps, to do some hunting 
on his own account. I’ve lost ferrets in 
stables, where they have wandered on into 
side runs, caught a rat or two, and laid out 
a future for themselves on the premises. 
Sometimes a ferret will come to his owner's 
whistle, but generally we have to keep a 
sharp lookout and pick them up as they fol- 
low the rats outof the hole. Well, here we 
are.”’ 

The two men entered a sporting resort; it 
was in the Kensington district. 6 ratter 
remarked: “Billy, I want to show this gen- 
tleman an experiment; let’s have the little 
room.’’ The little room was an apartment 
eight feet long and six feet wide, and utter- 
ly without furniture. The window-sills 
were high and broad, and these were used 
for seats. 

The proprietor of the establishment ab- 
sented himself a minute or two and re- 
turned with a large rat in his leather- 
gioved hand and when the door was closed 
dropped it squeaking on the tloor. From a 
box on his lap the ratter, also with his 
right band in a ieather glove, drew a ferret 
and dropped it on the floor. The three 
watchers of the impending tragedy were 
sitting with their feet swinging a foot and 
a balf from the bare, unincumbered floor. 

When the rat had first been released it 
had scampered around the wainscoting, 
looking for escape, but when the ferret was 


dropped it stopped a moment as if in con- 


sternation and then made for the corner 
farthest from the enemy. As the ferret 
advanced, stealthily, his neck stretched 
and his nose protruding, the rat madea 
break and got farther away. The ferret 
bad some difficulty in following the rapid 
motiotis of the rat on account of the room 
being light, but he kept the trailing process 
up until within fouror five minutes from 
the start the rat was in a corner and which- 
ever way he turned the ferret turned, too, 
to head him off. This process was kept up 
until not more than a foot separated them, 
and then the rat deliberately raised on its 
haunches and prepared to fight. The ferret 


| drew nearer until they were six inches 
‘apart, and, 


rearing up as the other had, 
tnere was an actual sparring match. The 
ferret made a plunge for the rat’s jugular, 
but the latter dodged and bit back vicious- 
ly. 
i an instant the two fought terociously, 
the rat making po attempt at escape, but 
fighting for dear life. They separated and 
again on their haunches had another spar- 
ring bout. The rat left an opening, and, 
quick as an expert boxer, the ferret took 
advantage of it, made a rattlesnake sort of 
dart with his head, and seized the rat just 
behind the ear. There wasa lively wrest- 
ling-match, but the rat could not loose his 
antagonist’s hold. He tried to bite, but the 
hold was such that he couldn’t and very 
soon it was all over with his ratship. To 
exhibit the tenacity of the ferret’s hoid the 
rat man picked up the rat by the hind leg 
and rat and ferret hung dangling in theair. 
The ferret was picked up in like manner, 
but he would not break his hold. 

A second rat was let loose with the seo- 
ond ferret and the performance was repeat- 
ed to a nicety, with the exception that this

THE SHEEP CASES. 


The superior Court Again Decides 
That the Ordinacce is Invalid 
The Modoc’ Independent ‘ays: 

Within the past two weeks some eight 
or ten owners of sheep have been arrest- 
ed in this county for not having com- 
plied with the provisions of Ordinance 
No. 17, an ordinance concerning the 
grazing and pasturing of sheep in 
Modoc county. The firstsman arrested 
was Jerry Harringtoa, and at His pre- 
liminary examination before Justice 
May on the llth iost. he was found 
guilty and sentenced to pay a fine of 
$200, or in default of payment to be 
imprisoned in the county jail for a per- 
iod of 100 days. As soon as judgment 
was pronounced, Messrs. Jenks and 
Claflin, counsel for defendant, applied 
to the Superior Court for the release of 
the privoner on a writ of habeas corpus. 
The petition was heard and granted on 
Monday. The following is the opinion 
filed by Judge Harris: 
The prisoner having been brought 
befure me in pursuance of a writ of 
habeas corpug heretofore regularly is- 
sued, it appears from the Sheriff’s re- 
turn that he is held under a committ- 
ment from a Justice’s Court, he having 
been found guilty in that coart of hav- 
ing engaged in the business of grazing 
and pasturing sheep in Modoc county 
without first procuring a license there- 
for and paving therefor. Petitioner 
was convicted under the provisions of 
‘‘Ordinance No. 17” of said county, 
and was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$200 or in default thereof be imprisoned 
at the rate of one day for each $2 of 
said fine. 
Said ordinance maxes it a misde- 
mearor for any person to engage in 
said business without first procuring a 
license from the tax collector, and 
paying therefor at the rate of 7's cents 
per head for each sheep so grazed cr 
pastured., 
But no law, nor ordinance, has beon 
brought to my attention, levying or as- 
seasing such, or any license for said 
business within, said county, and it is 
conceded that there is no ordinance 
upon the subject other than said ‘‘Or- 
dinance No. 17.”’ 
It appears to me that said ordinance 
attempts to punish a man for not do- 
ing a thing which he is not required 
by avy law or ordinance to do. It fol- 
lows therefore that no offense has been 
committed The petitioner must be 
discharged, and it is so ordered.

Tfte following is Ordinance No. 17, 

to which reference is made in the 

above opinion : 

Section 1. It shall be and is hereby 

made unlawful for any person or per- 

sons, either as owner, principal, agent, 
servant or employe, to engage in the 
business of grazing or pasturing sheep 
in the county of Modoc, without first 
procuring a license therefor from the 
the tax collector of said county, and 
paying for the same at the rate of 
seven and one-half cents per head for 
each sheep so to be grazed or pastured. 
Sec. 2. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall be punishable by 
imprisonment in thg county jail not 
exceeding six months, or by fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or. by 


| both such fine and imprisonment. 


Sec. 3. All ordinances and parts of 
ordinances conflicting with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance are hereby 
repealed.

4 WOMEN IN THE EAST, 


A Graphic Description of Moorish Brides 
; and Hares. 

Years ago, while on my first journey 
down into the Sahara Desert, writes David 
Ker in Harper’s Bazar, I had tochange 
trains at nightfall on the new African rail- 
way from Oran to Blidah, and on entering 
my new car was startled to find it tenanted 
by eight silent, motionless figures—four on 
each side—shrouded from head to foot in 
long white robes which hid their faces as 
well as their forms, and made them look, in 
that ghostly twilight, disagreeably like 
risen corpses. Hardly had I squeezed my- 
self into a corner at the far end of this speo- 
trabfile, when, just as the train started, io 
leaped a tall Arab Sheik, whose snowy 
tunic, crimson girdle, silver-hilted dagger 
and gold-fringed turban overbanging his 
swarthy, black-bearded face and dark, lus- 
trous eyes, seen by & passing gleam of 
lamp-light, made a picture worthy of Meis- 
sonier himself. 

There could be no doubt about it—I had 
intruded upon a native harem! 

At sight of me the Sheik’s face darkened, 
and his strong brown fingers clutched in- 
stinctively at his dagger hilt; but I at once 
held out my hand to him with the usual 
Arabic salutation, announcing myself atthe 
same time asa “hadji’” (pilgrim), the title 
given to those who have visited the holy 
places of Arabia. This seemed to pacify 
him, and having satisfied himself that my 
intrusion was purely accidental, he became 
friendly enough. But during the whole 
journey the spectres around us never spoke 
or moved, and their ghostly figures haunted 
my dreams for many a night after. 

Such was my first glimpse of an Eastern 
harem; but my later travels introduced me 
to other harems of all creeds and races, 
from that of the Afghan Ameer’s father-in- 
law in the Himalaya, down to that of John 
Dunn, “the White Chief of Zululand,”’ on 
the sunny hills of the Tugela. How much 
custom as well as sentiment has to do with 
this strange institution, was proved to me 
by the factthat the Bey of Tunis, when I 
visited his palace, shortly before the French 
annexation, was actually keeping up at an 
enormous cost, merely in deference to Mos- 
lem usage, a harem which he never entered, 
and the ladies of which he did not even 
know by sight. 

Nor is an Eastern lady's entrance upon 
her married hfe one whit less barbaric than 
that life itself,as I had a good chance of 
seeing the other day in Morocco. Return- 
ing from a visit to some of those wonderful 
ruins with which the country abounds, I 
was startled by a sound of distant firing, 
now in dropping shots and now in sharp, 
crashing volleys, as if a great battle was 
raging beyond the low, curving ridge on my 
right. I forced my way up it through a 
dense jungle of tall, spiky grass and looked 
down from its crest upon a very striking 
spectacle. 

Around a fine, brown horse, bearing one 
of those light, curtained litters in which 
Eastern women are carried, a ring of 
white-robed, red-capped Moors stood ranged 
behind their horses, firing over them at a 
cloud of fierce-looking horsemen who kept 
whirling round them, yelling and firing, 
while their grim faces and brandished 
weapons, streaming white mantels and 
flashing eyes, fitfully seen through billowy 
smoke, made a perfect picture of desert 
war. But suddenly the dismounted men 
ceased firing, and began to move in a kind 
of wild dance, to the shrill note of a pipe 
and the deep boom of anativedrum, throw- 
ing up and catching their long rifies, while 
the horsemen kept dashing past them at 
full gallop, with ear-piercing war-cries, dis- 
charging their pieces in the air. 

The sham-fight was in honor of the fair 
inmate of the litter, the forty-first bride of 
a fine old Moorish gentleman thrice her age, 
who was reverenced as a saint on the 
strength of his being stupider, dirtier and 
more useless than any one else. And now 
came filing down the slope a long train of 
men from the bride’s village, laden with 
presents for her, each of which cost the 
giver more than a month's hard-earned 
wages. 

Three days later I stood in the inner court 
of a Moorish harem, such as that to which 
she had been consigned, and fancied myself 
once more in the palaces of Agra or Samar- 
cand. Here, as there, all was purely Ori- 
ental, unmarred by any hoof-mark of that 
utilitarian civilization which has turned the 
King of Oude’s palace at Lucknow into a 
hotel, his audience hall into a dining-room, 
and his harem into a suite of bedrooms. 
Through the open roof was seen the cloud- 
blue of the sky, but the dazzling sunshine, 
as it streamed down into the shadowy 
court, was subdued to a rich summer gloom 
of purple twilight, such as that which steais 
through the windows of some vast cathe- 
dral. All around the four sides of the 
quadrangle ran a broad shady cloister, 
formed by a stately file of key-shaped Sar- 
acenic arches of snow-white marble, the 
edges of which, fretted as delicately as 
those of a sea-shell, stood out in pictur- 
esque relief against the deep shadow of 
the background. 

This cloister (the alloted promenade of the 
caged beauties) was paved with black-and- 
white slabs, and had a ceiling of splendidly 
carved wood-work. Along the upper part 
of the wall—which, like the ceiling itself, 
was painted with a profusion of those 
bright tints which give so much life and 
color to the dusky lanes of Tripoli, Fez or 
Tetuan — were engraved, in strange, arrowy, 
Eastern letters, sundry texts of the Koran, 
supposed to have a magical as well asa 
religious virtue. At the tar end of the court 
rose a low, deep archway of sinister aspect, 
rendered doubly gloomy by the black tiles 
with which it was faced, at which the gray- 
bearded Moorish veteran who guided me 
cast a glance of somber meaning, which 
was his sole answer to my questions con- 
cerning it. The whole open space in the 
middie of the quadrangle was a perfect 
miracle of tesseliated pavement, and in its 
center sprayed and tinkled a tiny fountain 
of polished white marble. 

Once within these fatal walls, the high- 
bred Circassian beauty, the bold, bright 
Persian maiden, the free Soudanese gir! of 
the desert, are alike dwarfed into spoiled 
children, tricked out with jewels and finery, 
lolling on couches, eating sweetmeats and 
sipping sherbet, and finding in small bicker- 
ings and petty jealousies the sole excite 
ments of that weak and pulseless vegeta- 
tion which they cull life.
